CARR’S TRIAL TODAY. 
” 


He Is To Have Another Trial for 
Lunacy. 

Alex Carr, the slayer of Captain King, 
will be put on trial for the third time 
this morning. 

It is the second trial on a writ of lunacy, 
and the proceedings will take place before 
Ordinary Calhoun, beginning at 9 o'clock 
in the courtroom of the supérior court. 

Carr's conditioti is certainly a consist- 
ent one. He rarely ever changes his po- 
sition, and takes no notice of any one what- 
ever. He lies nearly all day on his cot, 
with one elbow awkwardly placed under 
his head and the other arm hiding his 
face. 

He draws his knees up close, and makes 
a very odd looking personage. In fact, as 
it is impossible to detect the rise and fall 
of his chest when he breathes, he looks 
very much Hke a déad man—something, 
however, which he is trying hard not to be. 
Some weeks ago reference was made to the 
food that Carr eats. 

It seems that he still refuses jail food— 
an act which, so it is said the jailers say, 
is highest proof of his entire and complete 
sanity. On the other hand, he eats food 
furnished by his parents, and seems to 
have a better appetite. This is the only 
thing that gives the slightest indication 
that he is sane. 

It is more than likely that Carr is at 
least partially insane. He has been brought 
through ehough to unseat stronger reasons 
than his. lf he has been .feigning, the 
strain which he has been under has been 
sufficient to drive him almost mad. As 
an actor, if acting it has been, Carr” is 
superb and deserves to rank with the fore- 
most of the talent. 

A strong attempt was made at the first 
trial of Carr to prove that he was insane. 
This was done without making a special 
issue of the insanity. The proof was ‘to 
show that at the time of the killing “he 
was insane. The jury failed to grasp the 
situation from the defendant’s point of 
view, and a conviction resulted; ‘Then a 
writ of habeas corpus was obtuined. This 
was for a trial as to Carf’s present vcordi- 
tion. If it is found that he is insane,. it 
s.mply puts him in-the asylum, where he 
tried again when he recovers 
reason. At the first trial there was a mia- 
tr.al, with the chances and the physician 
on the jury in favor of Carr. 

This was Dr. McRaé, the well-known 
physician. It is very likely that he 
will be called to the stand for the de 
fense. He has stated that he believed Carr 
insane, or so nearly so that it would not 
be tight to hang him. 

When the case is called this morning 
Solicitor Gill will appear for the state, 
assisted by Captain -W. ©D.. Ellis and 
Judge Jim Anderson, and Messrs. Arnold 
& Arnold will represent the defense. 

As there will be a jury to pass upon 
Cart’s present condition, there will be no 
difficulty in getting it. Ordinary Calhoun 
will have a jury that has already béen 
selected. It is not known what physician 
will be foreman.

A LYNCHING AT GREENVILLE. 


And the Authorities Think There Will 
Be Another Before Morning. 
Columbia, 8S. C., July 14—At 2 o’clock this 
morning Ira Johnson, the negro who one 
week ago murdered young Frank Lang- 
ford at Piedmont; Greenville county, be- 
cause he told him to put up a pistol he 
had drawn on Langford’s companion, was 
taken out of the Greenville jail, conveyed 

a mile out Of town and hanged. ° 

The jailer refused to give up the keys 
but the mob found them in his room. The 
sheriff being awakened, approached the 
jail, but was halted by a sentinel who put 
the barrel of a shotgun in his face. On 
Thursday fight a: crowd of hegroes who 
wete guarding the jail were dispersed by 
the police and three of their number heavi- 
ly fined. 

Being assured’ there wa’ no danger of a. 
lynching the jail was not guarded last 
night. There is great excitement in Green- 
ville tonight. At midnight two military 
companies have been ord@réed out, one is 
at the jail and the other resting on their 
arms in the armory. The fire engines have 
steam up and citizens are guarding their 
homes. This is caused by a threat of ne- 
groes to lynch James Lewis, a white man 
charged with murdering a negro and con- 
fined in jail, and by the further fact that 
the people fear the application of the torch 
to their homes during the night. ne 

The promise of the Greenville authorities 
to protect the prisoner Johnson, after hav- 
ing prevented the negroes from doing so, 
is what has caused the bitter feeling, par- 
ticularly as Johnson’s counsel says he has 
six witnesses to prove that Langford snap- 
ped his pistol at Johnson five times before 
the negro shot. |

THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY'S LATEST 


Family Influence Is To Be Discounted 
Hereatter—An Important Circular 
jrom Vice-President Baidwin. 


Macon, Ga. July 14—(Specialj—A very 
qmportant circular, issued by Third Vice 
President Baldwin, of the Southern rail- 
way system, against nepotism in the ser- 
yice of the company, has been brought to 
the atteation of The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent. It will set railroad men talk- 
ing. How farreaching it is the corre- 
gpondent has been unable to ascertain. It 
fg apparent that Mr. Baldwin is deter- 
mined that there can be no charges made 
against the heads of any of the depart- 
ments on this road of showing favoritism 
to employes who are their kinsmen. 

Mr. Baldwin has issued a circular to 
the effect that various heads of the depart- 
men:s of the Southern system who have 
relatives under them and in their de- 
partments must either transfer them to 
other depar:ments or discharge them. It 
has not been ascertained if this order is 
to apply to lines like the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, which is controlled by the 
Southern, but is operated as an indepen- 
dent line. If it is to.apply ‘to all roads 
controlled by the Southern, then the Geor- 
gia Southern will come under it and in 
time, also, the Central, 

To Save 10 Per Cent, 

During the management of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida by Receiver Sparks, 
the men at the shops of the road worked 
nine hours per day, and there was always 
plenty of work to do. But an order has 
been issued reducing the time to eight 
hours per day. This cut is intended to 
represent a saving of 10 per cent. 

An Assignment.

A State Normal School for Women To Be 
Opened in October. 


“TAKE IT 10 THE LORD IN PRAYER” 


It Is Proposed by a Colored Preacher 
That His People Set Apart 
a Day for Frayer. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 15.—(Special.)—The 
faculty of the State Normal and Industrial 
college for women at Rock Hill is now com- 
plete and everything is in readiness for the 
opening in October next. This school (s to 
be for the girls of the state what Clemson 
college, at Fort Hill, has been for the boys, 
and it promises to be as great a success. 
The attendance at Clemson now is nearly 
500, and at its first session enrolled over 300 
students. The prospects are that the col- 
lege for women will open with ac large an 
attendance. Both of these institutions have 
been founded sirce the reform movement 
began in the state, and the leaders of that 
movement point to both Clemson college 
and the woman’s college as enduring mon- 
iments that will prove that the reformers 
were the patrons of éducation and the high- 
er arts. 

Clemson college has proven ithelt to be 
a model of its kind and to have solved the 
problem of a cheap higher education. There 
a boy may get a collegiate English and sci- 
entific education and become trained in one 
or more of the industrial arts at a cost of 
less than $100 a session. This will include 
clothing, board, room rent, tuition and in- 
cidental expenses, It is expected that the 
cost at the woman’s college will be very 
Kittle more, and $125 1s estimated to be suffi- 
cient to cover all expenses there, with the 
exception of clothing. 

A Day for Prayer. 

The majority of the white people of the 
state think that the negroes are unduly 
alarmed at what they fear the constitution- 
al convention will do. All admit that a 
qualification of the suffrage is to be en- 
acted, but none go so far as to say that the 
lot of the negro is to be made worse than 
it has been since 1876, except that a negro 
politician’s hopes for preferanent will be 
exceedingly slim. But it is a fact that the 
negroes are much alarméd, or pretend to 
be. The Rev. N. B. Sterrett, D.D., one of 
the leading colored divines of the state, in 
a card to a newspaper published in the in- 
terest of the negro in Columbia, says: 

“It is an admitted fact that if the consti- 
tuional co@nvention convenes and is permit- 
ted to go on interrupted in fruming a con- 
stitution the negro’s doom will be fixed for 
years to come. What shall we do then? 
Go to the supreme court of the United 
States? No, gentlemen, by no means. 1 
have no more confidence in the supreme 
court’s giving a decision in favor of the ne- 
gro when it is a case of white men on one 
side and colored men on the other than I 
have of the devil giving a decision in favor 
of heaven. 

“But there is a court, thank God, that the 
negro can take his case to and have an in- 
junction placed upon that constitution, that 
will prevent any constitution being enacted 
detrimental to the negro’s interest. 

“Then let us take the case to Him. Let 
there be a certain day set apart through- 
out the state of South Carolina for prayer 
and intercession with Almighty God in our 
behalf in this constitutional convention, 
and for His interception of their diabolical 
plans. Let a day in the week, not Sunday, 
be set apart, that a sacrifice be made in 
attending these meetings. Let all churches 
of color be opened on that day; let every 
believer in the Lord Jesus attend church 
and engage in prayer for God to overthrow 
the designs of our enemies in holding this 
convention. And as God lives in heaven 
He will do it.”

HE 18 QUITE A HEAVYWEIGHT 


At Present He Is on a Cruise with Cap- 
tain Johnston, Which Is Another 
Evidence of His Candidacy. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 15.—(Special.)— 
The special from Montgomery published in 
The Constitution on Saturday morning in 
regard to the announcement of the candida- 
cy of Hon. Francis L, Pettus, of Dallas, 
president of the Alabama state senate, for 
the democratic nomination for governor to 
Succeed Governor William C. Oates is cre- 
ating a sensation in Alabama politics. 

Pettus has never before announced that 
he was in favor of silver free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and the goldbugs are 
amazed. He is one of the strongest young 
men in the state and the prediction is made 
that on the platform he has adopted he 
will secure the nomination if he goes in 
for it, or come mighty near doing so. 

He is now on @ cruise in the gulf with 
a party of friends, one of whom is Cap- 
tain Joseph F. Johnston, of Birmingham, 
and it is impossible to communicate with 
him. It is even possible that he has not 
seen the newspaper reports of his Mont- 
gomery utterances. 

Politicians are in an agony of suspense 
awaiting his return and a denial or verifi- 
Cation of the story. 

More Political Predictions. 

“It is a long time yet until the. next state 
election,’’ says The Birmingham Age-Her- 
ald, “but notwithstanding that fact the po- 
litical pot is beginning to simmer, and it is 
simmering in inharmomious tones in popu- 
listic circles, according to all reports. 

“The trouble seems to be this: Discon- 
tent with Captain Kolb. For months past 
Captain Kolb has been using his influence 
against a fusion of the populite and repub- 
lican parties in the campaign of 1896. His 
paper, The Birmingham Tribune, has week 
after week fought @ fusion. This has dis- 
pleased a large number of his party men, 
who believed that their only hope for suc- 
cess in the next campaign lay ‘n a coalition 
of the two parties. 
the idea and the populite papers over the 
State, with probably less than half a dozen 
exceptions, took issue with The Tribune and 
Strongly advocated fusion. 

“During this discussion there also arose 
the question of another man for governor 
fnstead of Capiain Kolb, whom they have 
hominated and supported twice. 

“We are informed by a prominent popu- 
Kite leader that the executive committee 
was called together for the purpose of con- 
sidering the question of coalition. He said 
the committee and the party were largly in 
favor of the republicans and populites put- 
ting out a joint ticket next year as they 
did last, and that there was hardly a doubt 
but that that course would be pursued. At 
the meeting of the committee in this city 
on the 24th instant he said Captain Kolb 
would be called upon to cease his opposi- 
tion to a fusion, and his failure to acquiesce 
would render him unavailable for the nom- 
ination next year. He sa:d the committce 
would make this so clear to the captain 
that he could not fail to understand it. ’ 

“This same gentleman said the mecting 
of the committee would doubtless be a live- 
ly one, as Captain Kolb would probably 
make a fight for his views before the com- 
mittee. 

“He said that there was hardly a proba- 
bility of the populites nominating Captain 
‘Kolb next year, and seemed to think that 
either State Senator A. T. Goodwyn, of El- 
more, or W. F. Aldrich, of Shelby, would 
get it. He favored Senator Goodwyn.”

Louis A. Roberts, well known in Augusta 
and Atlanta, in both of which cities he 
lived for years, and known all over Geor- 
gia a dozen years ago as the fastest ama- 
teur runner in the south, was adjudged 
a lunatic today by Ordinary Walton and 
sent to Milledgeville.

Planted near the city engineer’s office in 
the council chamber yesterday afternoon, 
was a large table upon which were a dozen 
cold, juicy watermelons, just off the ice, 
and a large sharp carving knife. 

The melons were there to delight the 
tastes of the mayor and the members of 
the general council and were the gift of 
the new city clerk, Mr. Phillips, and his 
deputies, Messrs. Forbes and Buchanan.

or it may have been that there was not 
such of importance for the local legislators 
te consider that caused them to reach an 
early adjournment and make a pell-mell 
charge upon the melon table. Anyhow, 
ali through the session the eyes of the 
members were riveted upon the beauti- 
ful red, sweet meat of Georgia rattle- 
@nake melons. 

There was but one absentee, Mr. Harman, 
of the sixth, when Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles 
called the meeting to order. Clerk Phillips, | 
for the first time, made a cal]l of the roll | 
and acquitted himself creditably. 

Stay Open Till Midnight. 

Ap ordinance was presented allowing the 
poolrooms and billiard rooms in the city 
to remain open until 2 o'clock, instead of 
10 o'clock, as is provided in sections 730 
and 731 of the city code. The ordinance 
eame from the ordinance committee, Mr. 
Campbell chairman, and was the result of 
@ resolution so instructing that committee, 
adopted at the last meeting of the general 
council. 

“I do not like to see a good law repealed,”’ 
said Mr. Nelms, ‘“‘but under the circum- 
stances as they now are, I think it wise to 
change this law, at least for the present. 
During the exposition we will be crowded 
with visitors, to whom we must pander. 
Many, I think, are not accustomed to this 
kind ef work, and I think we ought to do 
all we can to make their stay in Atlanta 
pleasant. If the law doesn’t work, then 
Wwe can change it back to where it was.’’ 

Mr. Campbell, of the ordinance committee, 
thea presented an ordinance repealing sec- 
tions 730 and 731, as it was necessary to re- 
peal these in order to pass the new law. 

“i agree with a good deal Mr. Nelms has 
said,’ remarked Mr. Inman, ‘‘but if the law 
is to be perpetual 1 shall oppose it, but if 
you will make it operative until January 
ist next and then return to the law as it 
is written in sections 730 and 731, 1 will 
vote for it.’’ 

“I think,” said Mr. Howell, “that the 
change is one that should be made for the 
reasons Mr. Nelms has given. I agree, too, 
with Mr. Inman, that we should return to 
the present law after the exposition is over, 
and I here pledge myself to so vote at that 
Let us make this change, «and .in 
an ordinance requiring 
every billiard saloon and poolroom’‘in the 
city to close at 10 o'clock. Make the law 
eweeping—so eweeping, in fact, that it will 
take in every place of the kind in the city, 
whether connected with a hotel or not.’’ 

On a motion to adopt the ordinance re- 
pealing sections 730 and 731 the motion 
prevailed. : 

Then the new ordinance was placed upon 
second reading and put to a vote. On its 
passage there were eleven votes for it and 
six against it. 

“The law requires a two-thirds vote of 
the members present,” said Mayor Pro 
Tem. Broyles, ‘“‘and that has not been se- 
cured; therefore, the new ordinance is not 
adcpted.”’ 

“Now,” said Mr. Welch, of the second, 
““‘we are without any law regulating these 
places, and they can-keep open all night. 
This ordinance presented will have to go 
Over to the next meeting of the council, 
and in the meantime I move that sections 
720 and 781 be reinstated during the inte- 
rim.”’ 

That could not be done, however, and 
another ordinance allowing the billiard 
saloons and poolrooms to remain open until 
January Ist from 5 o'clock a. m. to 12 
o’clock p. m., was adopted by the council. 

That Lowry Bank Contract. 

Mr. Harralgson created something of a 
breeze by presenting a resolution calling 
for a reconsideration of the action of the 
council in awarding the custody of the 
city’s money to the Lowry Banking Com- 
pany. He declared that there were other 
banks in the city that wanted a chance, 
but which were frozen out by the action of 
the finance committee. Mr. Harralson’s 
resolution rescinded all former action and 
placed the matter in the hands of the 
finance committee again, so that other 
banks might have a chance at it. 

“ft am opposed to that repeal,” said Mr. 
Howell. ‘‘The finance committee gave this 
matter a thorough and complete study be- 
fore doing what they did and I know 
they did the best thing that 
could be done for the city.” 

“I have been told,’’ said Mr, Harralson. 
“that the Lowry bank, which handles the 
money, was not even one of the banks that 
bid. The entire matter is unconstitutional, 
as this council cannot bind the council of 
mext year. There are banks in the city that 
sep know they would .have a chance to 

id.”’ 

“The finance committee,” said Mr. In- 
man, “did not award the money to the 
Lowry Benking Company. We had bids 
from guite a number of banks, and some of 
them offered us excellent bonds. while 
Others offered us bonds that I could not 
accept. Mr. Orme, the treasurer, made a 
tond which was gilt-edge, and the money 
was placed with him. That bond is a lien 
itself and a first mortgage upon every dol- 
lar that every cone who signed it has. That 
vculd not be the case if we took the bond 
from the bank. Then we found it lots bet- 
ter to have the money in one place than 
to have it scattered around in ‘three or 
four places. It is true that we knew at the 
time we did this that the Lowry bank 
weuld let us have what money we needed. 
Now, if there is any one who can beat the 
@ontract the finance committee has made 
@nd will show me how it can be done, I 
will readily vote for the repeal.”’ 

The motion to. reconsider was lest by a 
vote of 8 to 9, ° 

For Better Streets. 

The new ordinance championed by Mr. 
Day, chairman of the street committee, re- 
quiring property owners on certain streets 
designated in the ordinance to tear up the 
flagging and sidewalks now down and to 
lay new ones, has stirred up the property 
Owners considerably. Such much are they 
oppoed to it that quite a number of them 
petitioned the general council to repeal 
the new ordinance and allow the old law 
to go into effect again. 

When the clerk concluded reading the pa- 
per Mr. Colvin secured the floor, saying: 

“I move that the petition be gtanted. 
and that the new ordinance be repealed 
I seo Mr. Healey here, too, who would like 
to. be heard on the matter. I niove that 
the rules be suspended and that he be 
beard,’”’

“and I have talked around generally among 
the property owners this will affect, there 
is no great complaint against the new law, 
but just now it is hard on us.

They both know that the work 
called for in that ordinance is absolutely 
necessary. Any one who will visit the 
places designated will see it, too. The 
places cannot be patched, as Mr. Healy inti- 
mates, or says.”’ 

“I am with the report of the street com- 
mittee in this matter,” said Mr. Howcll.. 
“Mr, Inmen’s proposition to pestpone the 
enforcement of the ordinance ninety days 
would throw the work into the middle 
of the exposition. We adopted that 
ordinance, and I think we should stand to 
ge 

“I move.” said Mr. Inman, “that the en- 
forcement of the new ordinance be post- 
poned until November Ist.” 

Mr. Howell moved to table Mr. Inman's 
motion and it was tabled, Then the peti- 
tion was referred to the street committee. 

The Atlanta Commercial presented a bill 
for city printing amounting to $8.25, which 
was refcrred to the printing committee. 

A Liquor License Refused, 

The police committee, Mr. Camp, chair- 
man, submitted a favorable report on the 
petition of 8. A. McDonald for a retail -iq- 
uor license at 155 Peters street. 

“Tl am oppesed to that license,’’ said Mr. 
Mayson. “It should not be granted be- 
cause there are persons out there who are 
crposed to it. Then, too, McDonald could 
not get the consent of his nearest neigh- 
bors and placed a man right in beside him 
to get a nearer neighbor and in thet way 
abridged the rights of one of the men who 
should have had a say in the matter.” 

“The police committee,’ said Mr. Camp, 
bave given this matter a most thorough 
study, and I tell you that that grant is all 
right and legal. The building was put Up 
for a barroom and happens to be owned by 
a widow who has five children and this is 
her entire source of living for her family. 
If the license is granted she will get $0 a 
month for the place, but if it is not her 
rent will be very small, if she is able to 
rent it at all. But to make the matter safe 
after the paper had been signed we pre- 
sented it to Judge Anderson, the city at- 
torney, for his opinion. He says that the 
grant is regular, and I think the license 
should be granted.” 

Mr. Inman was like Mr. Mayson. He did 
not think the petition should be granted if 
the circumstances were such as Mr. May- 
s0n presented. 

“I think there are enough saloons out 
there now,” said Mr. Hirsch, “and I am 
opposed to granting this license or any 
more in that locality.” 

The license was not granted. 

A retail liquor license was granted 8. 8. 
Moore at No. 9 West Mitchell street, the 
police committee having made a favorable 
report on the petition. 

The application of the Woodward Lumber 
Company to complete the construction of 
the sidetrack near and across Murphy ave- 
nue was granted. 

The Water for the Exposition Lake. 


The joint committee from the waterworks 
committee of the general council and the 
beard of water comnfissioners, to which 
had been referred the matter of allowing 
water for Clara Mere, the exposition lake, 
submitted the following paper as its report: 

“Resolved, That this joint committee rec- 
ommend that the mayor and general coun- 
cil take no action on the petition of the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
for a supply of water, as the distribution is 
a matter under the control of the board of 
water commissioners under the charter ol 
the city, and no reason for exceptional ac- 
tion is apparent.” 

Judge Hillyer, president of the, water 
board, sent in a ‘minority report, in which 
he declared that the deal was one with 
which the general council alone, and not 
the water board, should take action, as the 
gecond party to the contract, the consumer, 
was outside of the city limits. 

The majority report was adopted. 

The report of the finance committee 
showed that the amount of warrants drawn 
since the last meeting of the general coun- 
cil was $189,127.32. 

Pay for Crossing the Bridge. 

Mr. Harralson presented a resolution call- 
ing attention to the contract between the 
city of Atlanta and the Traction company 
relative to the Forsyth street bridge. That 
contract is the one by which the Traction 
company agrees to pay the city 3700 rental 
for the bridge. 

“As that paper shows,” said Mr. Harral- 
son as the clerk concluded reading ft, “the 
Traction company has not paid that rent 
and now owes the city $700. I move now, 
gir, that that paper be referred to the city 
attorney and that he see that the terms of 
the contract are carried out and that the 
company pays what it owes the city 
or quits using the bridge.” 

“T don’s think it is quite fair,” said Mr. 
Iaman, “to make these new people come in 
here right now and put up that money, 
when the other company has been using the 


bridge.”’ 
“That contract,”’ replied Mr. Harralson, 


“was made long ago, and the money ‘s due 
It was a contract before 
the sale of the road came about, and is 
binding it makes no difference who owns 
the road.” 

To Investigate the Bond. 

The paper was referred as Mr. Harralson 
suggested in his motion, and along with it 
went another resolution from the same 
gentleman. The second paper pertained to 
the lease of the old waterworks by the Hale 
Investment Company and read: 

“Resolved, by the mayor and general coun- 
cil, That the finance committee and the 
city attorney be and they are hereby in- 
structed to investigate and report to this 
general council, 

“First, if the bond given by the Hale In- 
vestment Company in the contract with the 
city for the lease of the old waterworks is 
ample security for the sum of 9,000. 

“Second, if the said Hale Investment 
Company, or the owners of the electric rail- 
road to the old waterworks are operating 
the road in accordance with the franchise, 
especially as relates to schedule and num- 
ber of cars in operation. 

“Third, generally as to the terms of the 
contract entered into last year, and if they 
have paid the amount required for lease of 
the old waterworks grounds.”’ 

The comptroller’s report showed the 
amount of the annual apportionments un- 
expended to be $113,288.36. 

Judge Anderson, citv attorney, was grant- 
ed a leave of absence for two weeks from 
the 20th instant. 


Granted a License and Then Held Up. 


The Southern detective agency, a com- 
pany of man-hunters and property recover- 
ers, composed of Captain Frank Siskron 
and others, asked for a city license to con- 
duct a detective agency. Along with the 
petition came an agreement made between 
the board of police commissioners and the 
detective agency.

OUT OF A MOB’S HANDS, 


A Saucy Negro Rescued by Patrolman 
Harris in the Nick of Time, 

Ed Clower, a negro in the service of the 
Ballard house in the capacity of porter, 
came near getting used up by an angry 
mob in front of the union station yesterday. 

Clower made some _ insulting remark 
about two women that passed the station, 
and the big crowd of porters and hackmen 
who frequent the locality about the sta- 
tion entrance took exceptions to # and 
were just in the act of beating the negro 
when he was rescued by Patrolman John 
Harris. 

Yesterday the usual gang of porters and 
hackmen were standing around talking 
when two women came by. Clower looked 
at them and made a remark. Several of 
the hearers walked up to him and de- 
manded a retraction, which the negro re- 
fused to make. The crowd then became 
angered and two or three white men and 
negroes started toward him, threatening 
to make him retract the insult or beat him 
into insensibility. One of the porters in 
the crowd saw at a glance that serious 
trouble was brewing, and he ran into the 
stauon after Officer Harris, who quickly 
responded and took the negro from the 
mob before he had been injured. 

Clower was quickly placed in the patrol 
wagon and carried to the police station 
and locked up on a eharge of disorderly 
eonduct. 

The negro will be tried in the police court 
this afternoon.

Sausage at the corner of Marietta and. 
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Solicitor Hill Believes Hanging Too Much 
for Dancan. 


It Was the First Case Called Yesterday 
Morning—Whbat Colonel Glenn 
Bays of the Bituation. 


It is a settled fact that Adolphus Dun- 
can, charged with having criminally as- 
saulted Mrs. Sanner, will not be hanged, 
though he has been twice convicted and 
twice sentenced to be hanged. 

Solicitor Hill himself yesterday virtually 
stated that he did not want to see Dun- 
can hanged, and did not believe that the 
evidence justified such an extreme verdict. 

In the last trial of Duncan Colonel W. 
C. Glenn was on the side of the defendant. 
The case was tried before Judge Marcus 
Beck, the young judge who revolutionized 
the Atlanta bar for the time with his stern 
rulings 

Colonel Glenn made a hard fight for his 
client, but for a second time the verdict of 
guilty was brought in. Judge Beck did 
as Judge Clark had done before him and 
sentenced Duncan to be hung on June Zist. 
Judge Beck evidently believed in the guilt 
of Duncan for he was very severe in his 
language when sentencing him. 

Yesterday morning the Duncan case was 
the first called before the supreme court. 
Colonel Glenn devoted the greater portion 
of his argument to the objections made by 
the defense to the verdict and the refusal 
of Judge Beck to grant a new trial. One 
of the points argued by Colonel Glenn was 
that Mrs. Sanner first swore that there 
was an attempt at criminal assault and 
when she found that the negro could get 
out on bond she changed her mind and 
swore that he accomplished his purpose. 
Colonel Glenn declared that if Duncan was 
hanged it would be judicial murder and that 
the supreme court, in order to prevent it, 


=. should grant a new trial. 


Solicitor Hill then argued the case, de- 
voting the greater portion of his speech to 
the evidence that was brought out in the 
last trial. When he had finished he was 
questioned by two of the justices. 

Solicitor Hill’s Frankness. 

“We hold this man’s life in the balance, 
Mr. Hill,”” said Judge Simmons to the so- 
licitor, “and the cage is therefore a very 
important one. Do you think there should 
be a new trial granted?’ 

Solicitor Hill answered that he did not 
believe that a new trial should be granted. 

“I wish to ask you a question,” said 
Judge Lumpkin, “and you need not answer 
it unless you desire to. Would you let the 
negro be hung on the evidence that has 
been introduced?’ ’ 

“I would not grant a new trial,” said So- 
licitor Hill, “but, to be perfectly frank 
with you, I would ask the governor to com- 
mute his sentence. I think that the ver- 
dict of -guilty is a just one, but I think 
that the punishment is toousevere.” 

What Colonel Glenn Says. 

Colonel Glenn, of Glenn & Rountree, 
which firm represented Duncan, is very 
happy over the outlook for his client. 

“Duncan is not guilty of the criminal 
assault and he will never hang. The reply 
miade by Solicitor Hill to the supreme 
court in answer to certain queries is suf- 
ficient to show that. 

“I have never believed that Dunean was 
guilty and I don’t believe so now. The 
punishment, as Solicitor Hill said, is too 
great under the evidence, as the evidenee 
was not strong enough to convict. 


“I believe that I will be granted a new 
trial.”

BRUNSWICK GLAD TO SEE THEM 


@he Bands Were Out to Give Them a 
W elcome—Everything Is Pass- 
ing Off Smoothly. 


gt. Simon’s, Ga., July 15.—(Staff Corre- 
spondence.)—-Thick as barnacles on a berk's 
bottom the people are clingimg to St. Si- 
mon’s picturesque coost. 

The Fifth Georgia regiment laid siege to 
the island this morning at 8 o'clock, when 
three brisk little steamers puffed up to the 
wharf and tooted away the note of warning 


across the billows. 

The trip of the special train bearing down 
the militiamen was made without incident, 
save the sudden flimess of Captain J. H. 
Smith, of Griffin, who was stricken about 1 


. o'clock a. m. There are symptoms of ap- 


pendicitis, but Surgeons Childs and Blalock 
are in constant attention and the full am- 
bulance corps are on duty at his tent. It is 
Hoped that with this thorough nursing he 
will recover speedily. 

By general order published this afternoon 
at 6 o'clock the camp has been called in 
honor of Colonel George A. Mercer, of Sa- 
vannah, the ranking officer in the state 
militia. So “Camp Mercer” it is and a cho- 
rus of cheers echoed along the beach when 
the colors of the r@iment went up this af- 
¢ernoon just before formation for dress pa- 
sade. All tents have been pitched and the

A Rapid Trip. 

The trip to Brunswick was made quicker 
than Colonel Candler had anticipated. The 
special left Atlanta at 7:15 o’clock Saturday 
night and arrived in the City by the Sea 
at 6:15 o’clock. The run was made over 
the Central road to Albany and then over 
the Plant system. 

At Brunswick the local military organiza- 
tions and a host of aivilians were already 
waiting to receive the boys. The naval re- 
serve, Lieutenant F. W. Aikin command- 
ing, were out in line with their trim’ blue 
uniforms and jaunty caps. As the special 
pulled in the marine band, a part of the 
naval reserve, was swelling forth in an in- 
spiring march. Colonel Candler, as soon as 
the train stopped, jumped to the ground, 
saluted the naval reserve and Brunswick 
Rifles and then commanded -his officers to 
form companies in line near the wharf, 
where the boats had already been brought 
up.

The tents 
abandoned two days ago by the Fourth 
Georgia regiment were ready for occupancy. 

Camp Mercer is placed in a picturesque 
spot, about a mile from the 
hotel in a dense grove of liveoaks, through 
which the sea breezes came swooping. 

It is arranged as a regulation post, and 
everything will be conducted according to 
the most rigid requirements of tactics, or 
father, the drill regulations. 

The Band Concert. 

At 5 o’clock from the large pavilion the 
regimental band gave its first concert. The 
band is one of the best organizations of its 
kind in the south. It numbers twenty-one 
men, all of them having reported at Camp 
Mercer.

News of the Relizious World. 


The Berlin correspondent of a French 
paper mentions that socialist ideas are 
now so atropg among the working classes 
of the German capital‘ that many parents 
are afraid to have their ehildren baptised, 
lest they should incur the hostility of the 
socialists. A workingman’s wife told that 
She had been obliged to hide her hymn- 
book under her apron on her way to church, 
that she might not become a laughing 
stock of her neighbors. 


‘A handsome Presbyterian church, to take 
the place of the little *barn-like structure 
close to Balmoral, in which Queen Victoria 
8Q long worshiped, was dedicated recently. 
The church is built of white granite, is 
cruciform in shape, with a square tower. 
A stained glass window, the gift of the 
queen, is commemorative of deceased mem- 
bers of the royal family, whose names it 
bears. The queen is said to have. been 
moved to tears as the congregation joined 
in sifging the Hundredth psalm. It was 
the first instance since the reformation in 
which a monarch had been present at the 
dedication of a parish church in Scotland. 


A Siberian correspondent says that to 
all intents and purposes perfect religious 
freedom may be said to ex'st there. This 
is doubtless owing to the sparseness of the 
inhabitants and to the difficulty of watch- 
ing carefully such huge territories. In the 
most eastern portion of Siberia there is a 
flourishing Stundist and Bapt'st community, 
and its leaders are active in traveling over 
the country and in establishing small con- 
gregations of worshipers, some times in 
almost inaccessible places. One or two of 
the earlier founders of Stundism in south 
Russia are now settled in eastern Siberia, 
and bravely carry on the work. 


Rev. Dr. George F. Pentecost, the well- 
known American clergyman, who recently 
became pastor of the London tabernacle, 
says that @bout 600 pennies are deposited 
in the collection baskets every Sundav. 
He hopes these coins may represent the 
gratitude of 600 people, but, assuming that 
one person puts in several pennies, he 
makes the suggestion that.it would be a 
good plan for those who give as muc’ as 
3 pence to take those three penny pieces 
on Saturday and exchange them for a 3- 
penny bit.

It 
would be “a step in the evolution. of 
beneficence’’—from copper to silver, and, 
he adds that if the process be continued, 
the silver wiil soon be changed into gold.

The Southern Pemsle College Is an Honor 
to the State—itse Alumnae Day 
at the Exposition. 


While many people are enjoying the 
mountain breezes in restfu] solitude, the 
Managers of the Southern Female (Cox) 
college are spending their summer in the 
mountain-like climate of Manchester in 
the occupation of removing the colleze 
equipment from LaGrange and arranging 
the apparatus in the new, magnificent 
building that is now the home of the in- 
stitution. The engaging diversion implied 
in the undertaking may be es{mated when 
it is stated that 8,000 museum specimens. 
5,000 books, forty-five pianos, laboratory 
outfit, household: furniture and other num- 
berless fixtures are being put in their 
proper places. Twelve carloads of appli- 
ances, closely packed, have been received 
and several more freight cars are expected 
this week. 

The building and grounds are undergoing 
improvements. Electric lights, steam heat- 
ing and water works are Being introduced 
throughout the building, and a passenger 
elevator will soon be constructed. The 
campus of twenty-five acres will be laid off 
for a park and exercise ground for the 
pupils. 

When the doors of the college are thrown 
Open in September for the higber education 
of woman it will be a notable event in 
educational circles. 

The college has enjoyed a unique history. 
For fifty years it has flourished under the 
administration of the Bacon-Cox familv 
Milton E. Bacon presided over the first 
session and continued proprietor of the 
inatitution for twelve years. I. F. Cox was 
president for thirty years and proprietor 
for a long period, until he suddenly died in 
the midst of commencement exercises from 
a stroke of apoplexy. Then his family 
undertook the college, which they have 
carried on under their full ownership and 
control so successfully for the past eight 
years.

“Indian Titles” in Griffin. 
The Griffin silver convention has de- 


veloped the fact that there are a great 
many Indian titles in Georgia that need 
looking after. It is not known whether 
any of the titles cover the particular 
piece of territory in which the conven- 
tion is to be held, but the interior. de- 
partment thinks the time is ripe for the 
investigation of such titles as have not 
been extinguished by treaties and the 
lapse of time, and so a number of able 
experts have been sent to Georgia for 
the purpose of looking after these abortg- 
inal matters. These experts come from 
the far west and some of -them are ac- 
climated in Georgia, being friendly ta 
the soil and to the manner born. 

If the experts sent down to Georgia to 
examine into the Indian titles to lands 
lying west of the Mississippi were to 
assemble in convention in the city of 
Griffin, or somewhere in the suburbrs 
on the 18th, they would form quite an 
imposing body of citizens. They would 
be unanimous, both as to the import- 
ance of looking into Indian titles and as 
to maintaining the British gold standard. 

There seems to be nothing more im- 
portant in Georgia politics at this hour— 
from an interior point of view—than the 
2xamination of Indian titles somewhere 
wm the neighborhood of the Griffin con- 
vention. This examination is now going 
on as raphily as possible under the cir- 
cumstances, and will continue until after 
the Griffin convention has adjourned. 
There seems to be some rule, or habit, 
or custom, in the interior department 
that makes it both desirable and neces- 
sary for a number of experts connected 
with that office to come to Georgia and 
examine Indian titles to western lands 
whenever a silver convention is held in 
Griffin. 

As it has been some years since our 
thriving sister city undertook to harbor 
a silver convention, a large delegation 
from the interior department has put in 
an appearance in the neighborhood and 
is now engaged in the arduous work of 
examining Indian titles to western lands. 
Though the work is arduous and exact- 
ing, it is undertaken joyously. It is in 
the nature of a picnic for federal offi- 
cials who are looking after Indian titles 
to western lands. : 

This is the most interesting excursion 
that has ever come to Georgia. Many, 
very many, employes of the interior de- 
partment, especially those who are 
studying Indian titles are supposed to 
be secretly in favor of the free and un- 
hampered coinage of silver, and this, 
in a measure, accounts for their desire to 
swarm together and examine Indian 
titles to western lands under the shadow 
of the Griffin silver convention. 

We do not think thdt the people of 
Griffin could do a more patriotic or a 
more appropriate thing than to erect a 
bush arbor close to the convention hall 
for the accommodation of the federal 
office holders who will be in the neigh- 
borhood of their city on that day\ exam- 
ining the Indian titles to lands in the 
Such a bush arbor.need not cost 
much. It need not be an elaborate af- 
fair. A dollar and a half, owing to the 
cheapness of labor and the increased 
purchasing power of money, would be 
sufficient to erect a bowery wigwam in 
which the thrilling subject of Indian 
titles could be discussed within sight 
and hearing of the representatives of 
the people who will meet to discuss their 
titles to their own rights and liberties. 

Under the friendly shade of the bush 
arbor the federal officials, who will be 
in Griffin for the purpose of examining 
Indian titles to western lands, can not 
only attend to their own arduous duties, 
but they can superintend and supervise 
the people’s convention, and perhaps get 
the body interested in the pressing ques- 
tam of how Indian titles to western 
lands should best be investigated in and 
about the city of Griffin, state of 
Georgia.

They know that he has 
sacrificed his property to pay his credit- 
ors, but they propose to push him:to the 
wall in the hope of getting a few more 
dollars. Lawyers and bailiffs are wor- 
rying him day and night, and only last 
week he was forced to go to court with 
his nurse to be examined in supple- 
mentary proceedings. 

This is no way to treat an‘honest man 
who has made the’ entire world his 
debtor. Scott was persecuted until he 
worked himself to death and the shy- 
locks who are after Twain will drive 
him to his grave.

He should be al- 
lowed time to recover his health and get 
to work, and then he should be per- 
mitted to retain enough of his earnings 
to enable him to live in comfort. When 
it is too late the world will shed tears 
over him and pay a splendid tribute to 
his memory. If people feel this way 
why not show it while the man is still 
living, and not wait until he is dead?

A Bit of Forgotten History. 

The London newspapers record the 

death of Robert Pate, an Australian 
millionaire. 
Few people today will recollect the cir- 
cumstances which made Pate so much 
talked about at one-time. About forty 
years ago he was a dashing lieutenant 
in the Tenth Hussars, which is always 
commanded by the heir to the throne. 
He was popular in society and apparent- 
ly had a bright future, but one day 
he yielded to an insane impluse and 
struck Queen Victoria with a Gane when 
she was leaving the death bed of her 
uncle, the late duke of Cambridge. The 
blow fell on the queen’s face and left a 
mark which is still visible. 

It was a gross insult, and in some 
countries Pate would have been sent to 
the gallows or to prison for life. He 
lost his commission and was sentenced 
to seven years’ penal servitude in Aus- 
‘tralia. In a few years he was released 
on a ticket of leave, but was ordered to 
remain where he was. He worked hard, 
made good investments and in time be- 
came a leading millionaire. , 

But this ex-convict, cultured, rich and 
respectable in the colony, was virtually 
a prisoner. He was closely watched by 
the police until the day of his death, 
although he enjoyed unlimited freedom 
so long as he remained in Australia. It 
was generally believed that Pate had no 
motive in striking the queen, and that 
he was the victim of a momentary at- 
tack of insanity, but the good conduct 
of a life time could not gain for him per- 
mission to visit his native land. During 
the last thirty years of his life, however, 
he was a man of influence, and lived in 
luxury. 


The Nation’s Wealth. 
Professor Francois, a French econo- 
mist, in a recent article places the wealth 
of this country at 313,000,000,000 frances, 
which is equivalent to about $62,600,- 
000,000, and he states that the value of 
all the property in England, including 
money in cireulation, is 265,000,000,000 
franes, forty-eight billion less than this 
country’s wealth. The third place is 
given to France with 225,000,000,000, 
and the feurth to Germany with 161,000,- 
000,000 francs. The combined wealth of 
Italy, Spain, Russia and Austria-Hun- 
gary is only a litde larger than that of 
the United States. 

These figures agree in the main with 
those of Mr. Mulhall, the English sta- 
tistician. It seems that this country is 
financially stronger than any one coun- 
try in Europe, and according to The 
New York World’s figures wur banking 
capital is about half that of all Europe 
combined. 

What stands in the way of our finan- 
cial independence? Why should we sub- 
mit to the domination of a country 
whose wealth is forty-eight billion francs 
less than ours. 

It is evident that nothing but 4 con- 
spiracy or an understanding between 
the leading money kings of England and 
the United States could put us in the at- 
titude of an inferior, dependent upon a 
foreign country. With our superior weatth 
it is impossible to suggest any other ex- 
planation of the supremacy of the Brit- 
ish in our financial affairs. 


Congressman Black’s Letter. 

Free silver has another able cham- 
pion. 

The recent letter of Congressman 
Black, of the tenth district, to the Hon. 
Patrick Walsh, was briefly synopsized 
in Monday’s Constitution, but some of 
the points presented in it deserve more 
than a passing mention. 

Mr. Black makes it clear that gold and 
silver are the money of the constitution, 
and constitute the standard of value. In 
this connection he quotes Justice Clif- 
ford, of the federal supreme court, as 
follows: 


Argument to show that the national 
treasury was organized on the basis that 
the gold and silver coins of the United 
States were to be the standard of value is 
unnecessary, as it is a historical fact which 
no man or body of men can ever success- 
fully contradict. 


Justice Field, Daniel Webster, Mr. 
Benton and the late Judge Warner, of 
Georgia, are quoted on the same line. 
These authorities held that gold and 
Silver are our constitutional money and, 
therefore, a legal tender without any 
further legislation on the subject. Re- 
ferring to Mr. Carlisle’s professed in- 
ability to understand what is meant by 
& double standard, Mr. ‘Black declares 
that it is a well established historical 
fact that both gold and silver have been 
used as standard money by practically 
the whole world for hundreds of years, 


until 1873 the dollar has been our unit 
of value, and this unit rested upon sil- 
ver as well as gold. Mr. Black algo re-

and until the last quarter of a century. ' 
From thé foundation of our government ;

‘part of our monetary system, it 
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first administration, in one of his official 
reports favored the restoration of the 
doubie standard, and predicted that it 
would renew general prosperity. To 
show that the democratic party is 
pledged to the double standard, Mr. 
Black says: 

The national democratic platform of 1980 
demanded maney consisting of gold and 
silver. The platform of 1884, upon which 
Mr. Cleveland was first elected, declared 
the belief of the party in the gold - and 
silver coinage of the constitution. The 
platform of 1888 reaffirmed the platform of 
1884. The much discussed platform of 1892 
declared in favor of the ‘‘use of both gold 
and silver as the standard money of the 
country and the coinage of both gold and 
silver Without discriminating against eith- 
er metal or charge for mintage.” 

The ratio is not under discussion. The 
platform of 1892 declared in favor of 


both gold and silver as the standard 


money of the country to be coined with- - 


out discrimination against either, or 
charge for mintage. The platform did 
not confine us to an. international agree- 
ment. Says Mr. Black: 

No fair construction of it will support 
the theory of the single gold standard: 
in fact, I have not found, after search. 
any democratic platform, national or state. 
that has ever declared in favor of the sin- 
gle gold standard. If any such exists, let 
it be produced by the advocates of that 
theory. : 

The letter proves that in history, in 
and out of congress, the democrats have 
always advocated the double standard. 
Some of Mr. Cleveland’s gold standard 
advocates seem to be recent converts 
according to this paragraph from the 
letter: 


Which {s right, the president or his able 
and distinguished secretary of the treas- 
ury? Four members of. the present cabi- 
net, towit: the postmaster general, the 
secretary of the interior, the secretary of 
the navy, and the secretary of the treas- 
ury, by speech or writing or vote in con- 
gress, are not only on record as against 
the single gold standard, but in favor of 
the free coinage of silver, and that, too, 
at a period or periods when the difference 
in the commercial value of the two metals 
Was substantially, for the purposes of this 
argument, as great as it is today. 

Alter quoting from numerous Amert- 
can and European financiers and states- 
men of high standing to show that bi- 
metallism is the natural standard, Mr. 
Black takes up Mr. Carlisle’s Memphis 
and Louisville speeches and overthrows 
every important statement in them. In 
history, principle and _ practice it is 
shown that the democrats of this coun- 
try have never favored the single gold 
standard, and that the great majority of 
them do not favor it now. 

The congressman from the tenth ar- 
gues that this country is able to restore 
and mgintain the double standard. Even 
if we had only the single silver stand- 
ard he holds that our increased trade 
with the silver countries would enable 
us to hold our own. In conclusion he 
says: 

We have tried devices and makeshifte. 
and we have suffered, as must always be 
the case when we depart from correct 
principles. The situation seems to demand 
that we shall do something, Shall we go 
further in the wrong direction or shall we 
turn our faces again to the right path, al- 
though “we must reach it through difficul- 
ties? Can we not; and ought we not, to 
restore the old landmarks? May. we not 
run what risk there is in reasserting and 
undertaking to re-éstablish the supremacy 
of views and policies which are certainly 
in harmony with, if not demanded by, the 
constitution of our country, and under 
which we have heretofore lived and pros- 
pered? “They tell us we are weak, but 
when shall we be stronger?’ 

I am opposed to the single gold standard 
for the following reasons: 

First, because there is a grave doubt as 
to the constitutional authority to do what 
it openly proposes and what I believe it will 
irresistibly lead to. If the constitution 
has joined gold and silver together as 
is not 
within the power of congress to strike eith- 
er one of them out of it. 

Second, because I do not think its final 
establishment will promote the general 
good. : 

Third, because it is contrary to the tra- 
ditions, doctrines and policies of the demo- 
cratic party as heretofore uniformly and 
everywhere expressed in its platform, na- 
tional and state, in both houses of con- 
gress, before the people through its press 
and public speakers. 

Fourth, because I believe it will still 
further centralize and strengthen influ- 
ences in the country that are already too 
powerful. 

I think it would be Better than to adopt 
that theory to open our mints to the coin- 
age of silver as well as of gold at the ex- 
isting ratio for the following reasons: 

First—There is a clear constitutional 
right to do so, even if there is no constitu- 
tional obligation requiring it. 

Second—I believe that so opening our 
mints to the coinage of silver will be more 
promotive of the common weal. 

Third—It would be more in accordance 
with the declaration of the democratic 
party. That to do so is populistic, rather 
than democratic, is not true. The democrat- 
ic party has insisted on the double stand- 
ard from the beginning of the controversy 
over the question, which was long be- 
fare the populist party was brought into 
ephemeral life. 

Fourth—Because it will decentralize a 
power which it ie dangerous to perpetuate 
and much more so to augment. 


The letter is a strong, clear and logi- 
cal argument for the free coinage of sil- 
ver, and its facts and the authorities 
quoted seem to be unanswerable. Mr, 
Black’s well-known ability, genuine 
democracy, high sense of duty and 
courageous devotion to the right as he 
sees it, will give his letter great weight, 
not only in Georgia, but wherever he is 
known.

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Many Leading Concerns Wore Assigned 
Space Yesterday. 


WORK AT THE GROUNDS PROGRESSING 


Clara Meer Was Sixteen Feet in Water 
Last Night and Another Main W ill 
Be Laid To Increase the Supply. 


Yesterday was a busy day with the heads 
of the exposition and every department 
was in & rush. The interest that has been 
taken in the exposition by leading states 
throughout the entire country has even 
surprised the most.sanguine friends of the 
movement, and space has been secured by 
Some of the largest manufacturers in the 
world, 

Applications for space came in rapidly 
yesterday and many assignments were 
made. The spacé in the several buildings 
is now almost taken, and those who come 
from now on will have to be satisfied with 
only small floor space. In a few days some 
of the exhibits that were secured among 
the first, will be placed in position in the 
buildings, and the scene at the grounds will 
be full of life and activity. 

Most all of the buildings are practically 
ready for occupancy and the work that has 
been accomplished in the past few days 
has been enormous. The work on the 
grounds is being pushed rapidly and most 
all of the landscape work has been done. 
The shrubbery has been set out and every- 
thing is being put into good shape. The 
grounds will be wired in a few days and ali 
of the currents that will run through the 
buildings will be turned on just as soon as 
the work of stringing the cables is com- 
pleted. The cables will conduct the strong- 
est current that has ever beenh carried on 
one cable. It will require a voltage of 
75,000 to light up the grounds and 
buildings. These wires and cables will be. 
placed in pelGou a few days and then 
that part of the work will be ready. 

The water in Clara mere is rising each 
day, and in the deepest part of the lake 
the water measured sixteen feet last night. 
When the water was first turned on only 
One main was used. This was a six-inch 
pipe, and the water was allowed to run 
only during the night. In a few days 
another main the same size was placed on 
the grounds, through which the water was 
carried to-the lake. On next Thursday 
still another main will be ready, which 
makes three six-inch mains that empty the 
water into the vast excavation, The water 
is now allowed to run both day and night, 
and it will not be many weeks until the 
water reaches the top.

The building 
will stand on the ground now occupied by 
the hitching sheds of the club, which has 
been used as a temporary fire engine house, 
The building will be an elegant structure, 
constructed of stone and at a cost of more 
than $12,000. 

The structure will be a permanent build- 
ing, and by the terms of the negotiations 
with the Driving Club, will be the property 
of the club after the close of the exposi- 
tion. As soon as the exposition is brought 
to a close the club will occupy the new 
buiding, and it will be one of the most 
elegant clubhouses in the south. The prop- 
erty upon which the. building is located 
is not owned by the ciub, but was secured 
on a long-time lease. <An effort will now 
be made to purchase the property and it 
will be handsomely, improved in many 
ways.

California is coming! 

.Not satisfied with the success that she 
achieved in her midwinter show, California 
is coming to see the sights of Aflanta this 
fall, and she will come many hundréd 
strong and will bring with her a wonderful 
display of her resources. 

Yesterday the information was received 
at headquarters ‘that the convention of the 
county supervisors of California was in 
Session and that one of the leading ques- 
tions discussed at the meeting was in re- 
gard to bringing the exhibit that was 
made at the world's fair to the exposition. 
This exhibit will be brought if the money 
that will be necessary with which to send 
it is appropriated. This exhibit cost more 
than $100,000 to collect, and it will cost $10,- 
000 to bring it to Atlanta. The county 
supervisors, under the California law, have 
the power to appropriate certain sums of 
money for exposition purposes, the 
amounts varying according to the size of 
the counties. It is very likely that this 
amount will be appropriated and the ex- 
hibit sent. 

California is eager to visit fhe south, 
and she will be only too glad to place in 
the exposition: an exhibit of her wonderful 
resources. The collection that will prob- 
ably be sent is one of the largest that 
was sent from one state to the world’s 
fair. It consists of the many varieties of 
fruit that are raised in that state, and 
all of the mining interests will be fully 
shown by specimens of ores. The officials 
of California are greatly interested, and 
the meeting that was held yesterday in San 
Francisco demonstrated the fact that she 
would be represented at the show.’ 

Secretary Filcher, of the California state 
board of trade, has been actively at work 
in the behalf of the exposition. It was 
through his efforts that the meeting of the 
county supervisors was held, and he 
has been pressing the matter for many 
weeks in his state. 

Maryland Falls Into Line, 

Maryland wants representation, and 
when the gates of the exposition open 
a large exhibit of the manufacturing in- 
terests of that state will be on hand. 

Baltimore will haye her varied business 
interests on exhibition and will contribute 
a large display. The citizens of that city 
are thorgughly in sympathy with the ex- 
position, and they will be here in force 
this fall. Baltimore, in her rapid strides, 
has not overlooked the fact that cen- 
tennials and expositions that are held in 
cities are one of the great sources from 
which material success will spring, and 
consequently Baltimore is one of the best 
exposition cities in the country. She will 
have a tremendous exhibit at the exposi- 
tion. Governor Brown, of Maryland, has 
but recently appointed a board of commis- 
sioners to the exposition {to represent that 
state. The commission consists of John 
E. Hurt, William T. Brigham, R. W. 
Cator, Eugene Levering, T. BEdward Ham- 
bleton, D. L. Bartlett, E. S. Gary, R. N. 
Sutton, W. T. Dixon, W. H. Baldwin, J. 
Frank Supplee and P. H. McGill. , 

The names that appear upon this list 
represent the wealth and energy of Bal- 
timore. Mr. Hurt is chairman of the 
commission, and is president of one of the 
largest wholesale houses in that city. 
Maior Cator is the general manager of 
the wholesale millinery house of Arm- 
strong, Cator & Co., and is one of the 
wealthiest and most influential men in 
Baltimore. Mr. Eugene Levering is one 
of the millionaire capitalists of Baltimore, 
and is one of 'the mos; liberal men in the 
country. Onlg recently he made the 
princely gift. of $500,000 to the Johns Hop>- 
kins university. He is also a great church 
man and has for many years been a promi- 
nent spirit in the Baptist denomination, 

With such men at the helm the success 
of the exhibit that Maryland will make is 
assured. The commission will visit At- 
lanta at an early day and will make all the 
arrangements necessary.

TEXAS ON WHEELS. 


The State Cannot Get in the Grounds 
and Will Send Cars. 

Houston, Tex., July 15.—(Special.)—The 
state meeting called by the Houston Busi- 
ness League to consider a plan to have 
Texas represented at the Atlanta exposi- 
tion, was held today. “A letter from the 
director general of the Atlanta exposition 
indicated that no space could be allotted 
for an exhibit from Texas in any of the 
buildings, and that the only way to make 
an exhibit would be for Texas to erect a 
building on the grounds. The letter also 
stated that it would be impossible to run 
a railroad track into the grounds and make 
a car exhibit. A resolution was adopted 
favoring a car exhibit and to pay the ex- 
pense it was decided to call upon the lead- 
ing citizens of the state to subscribe $5,000. 
The following committee was appointed to 
raise the money: W. B. Slosson, of Hous- 
ton; R. R. Claridge, of San Antonio; C. C. 
Allen, of Kerbyville; J. L. Pennington, of 
Fort Worth; Frank P. Holland, of Dallas; 
J. J. Fairbanks, of Denison; W. W. Dex- 
ter, of Houston. The plan is to make up 
an exhibit in two or more cars and the rail- 
roads will provide transportation for these 
cars and also’ provide for them while in 
Atlanta. The fruit palace at Tyler and 
other exhibits already made up assure the 
success of the plan.

The Southern Transportation Association, 
temporarily officered, was the result of the 
general trades’ convention which was call- 
ed last week to meet yesterday morning.

Cincinnati, and tHe following named organi- 
gations had representatives:

American Ticket Brokers’ Association. 

The meeting was called to order at 10:30 
o’clock yesterday morning, and work was 
begun in earnest at once. The temporary } 
organization was: N. H. Hgleston, Jr., of 
Charleston, president; John D. Cunning. 
ham, Marietta, vice president, and Loring 
Neufville, secretary. 

The session opened with short talks by 
‘Mr. John Cunningham, Mr. Maynard and 
Mr. Egieston, of Charleston. Mr. Bgleston 
is secretary and treasurer of the Charleston 
Truck Growers” Association. This 
largest organization of its kind in the coun- 
try, and is one of the most successful. 

A strong letter from Commissioner N. 
G. Iglehart, of the Chicago freight bureau, 
was read.

In conclusion the secretary states that 
the brief time given for the selection of del- 
egates made it impracticable for Chicago to 
be represented other than by proxy. 

In another letter written on July lfth, 
which was read, Secretary Stone, writing 
of the duties of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association, says: 

“This association should on every occa- 
sion foster and promote the rights of the 
public so far as it has relations to the pub- 
lic. It should stand for absolute equity as 
between transportation advantages and the 
The humblest merchant should 
receive all the benefit extended to the most 
prominent and wealthier merchant or cor- 
.poration. It should be made to realize that’ 
it has a direct responsibility and accounta- 
bility; that 4t is not absolutely independent 
in its organization or plans, and that no 
policy should be adopted or urged which in 
any way is contrary to the rights of the 
humblest merchant among its patrons. 
There is probably no subject so important 
or which sustains so vital a relation to 
every industry in the country and to its 
general prosperity, social and commercial, | 
as that of transportation. 

“These gigantic transportation corpora- 
tions should be made to feel that the iaw 
affecting the rights of citizens in the mat- 
ter of transportation is potent, and that 
the rights of merchants afid of the public 
will not only be insisted upon, but will be 
maintained and secured.”

Georgia Tax Values Will Fall Way Below 
the Mark of '94 This Year. 


SIX COUNTIES SHOW A BIG SHRINKAGE 


There Has Been an Average Falling Of 
of $63,000 in Each County— W bat 
Mr. Furlow Says. 


Georgia tax returns for the period dat- 
ing from April 1, 18%, to April 1, 189, do 
not promise a very encouraging showing 
this year. 

The counties which have made returns to 
Comptroller -General Wright up to date 
show an alarming decrease in velux, and 
Captain C. T. Furlow, of the comptroller’s 
office, who keeps in close touch with all 
the tax receivers, says that this discour- 
aging shrinkage will be stiown by a great 


counties in the state. 

 aeasity six counties have been heard 
from up to date, and without exception 
they show a decrease in taxable values. 
Within the next twenty-five days tax di- 
gests will be returned from every county 
in the state and the gloomy stor yot con- 
tinued shrinkage will be added to. 

Captain Furlow saya that the counties 
will begin to send in their digests the lat- 
ter part of this week and they will come in 


at the rate of about five a day until August 


15th, by which date all of them are re- 
quired to be in the comptroller general's 
office. 

“T nave only received six,” said Captain 
Furlow, yesterday. “Mention was made in 
The Constitution of the first two, Clinch 
and Forsyth. These show a falling off 
in tax values of $175,000, as compared with 
the year before. The other counties heard 
from show an average shrinkage of $63,- 
000 each. 

“The counties heard from are Towns, 
which falls $21,581 behind last year’s re. 
turns; Hancock, which shows a shrinkage 
of $115,735 since last year; Pulaski, which 
has lost in values $52,569 in the same time, 
and Madison, whigb falls behind to the 
tune of $76,873. 

“From the information I have it seems 
that this shrinkage will be general. Of 
course it is impossible to tell before the 
exact figures come in, but from letters and 
personal statements from the tax receiv- 


ers, I have every reason to believe that the 
-total valuation of Georgia property will 


show a big decrease when all the returns 
are,in. I have not yet had time to prepare 
my table showing in what direction this 
shrinkage has been most disastrous. All 
of the returns will be in by August 15th. 
Then I can make make some statement ag 
to the full shrinkage.’

The public comfort department of the ex- 
position is making rapid strides toward se- 
curing accommodations for the guests that 
will come this fall and not a day passes 
|, but that additional rooms are added to the 
long list that Mr. Alex Smith has prepared. 

Mr. Smith scored a ten-strike when he 
secured the new Venable hotel last week, 
and when the deal with the owners was 
closed it meant that accommodations for 
just 500 more visitors were placed at the 


disposal of his department. ! 
The Venable building is located on For- 
syth street, at the corner of Hunter, and is 


one of the most imposing buildings in the 
city. It is a stone front, four stories high, 
and will be the nearest hotel to the new j. 
railroad depot that will be built. It is well 
located and in easy access of all the street 
car lines. 

The building will be entirely renovated 
and the interior will all be made new. Every 
piece of the old timber will be removed 
and all the work will be finished in the 
best possible manner. The hotel will be 
made one of the most elegant im the city. 

Workmen were placed upon the building 
yesterday morning and when they left the 
place in the afternoon they had accom- 
plished a great deal. The. capacity of, the 
building will be about 500 guests. This 
property will be leased by the Venable 
Bros. to a well-known hotel manager and 
will be a permanent hostelry. 

The Sweetwater Park hotel has been reg- 
istered with Mr. Smith, and this means 
nearly 200 more rooms. The hotel is about 
eighteen miles from the city, but this dis- 
tance will be easily bridged by the railroads 
with good schedules and cheap rates. The 
trains will be run at frequent intervals,, 
and parties who stop at this hotel will have 
all the accommodations of the city. The 
trains will be run so as to secure all of the 
travel that the exposition rush will bring, 
and the rates will be about as cheap as 
any one could desire. The rooms at the 
hotel are large and airy and many will 
probably seek the suburban houses in pref- 
erence to those of he city. 

The Wigwam, at Indian Springs, has also 
been added to the list of avatlable hotels 
and all of the rooms of the house will be 
open to the guests of the exposition. The 
Calumet house, at the same place, has been 
registered, and these two hotels will ac- 
commodate many who desire ghe cool 
breezes of*the country at night. The visi- 
tors can see the exposition during the day, 
and when night comes they can take the 
late trains for the hotels and reach them 
almost as quickly as those who depend upon 
the electric cars. The large hotel at Man- 
chester will be secured and this will add 
another large number of rooms that have 
been secured since Mr. Smith assumed con- 
trol of the public comfort depirtment of 
the exposition. 

“The rooms are being registered rapid- 
ly,” said Mr. Smith yesterday, “and I am 
well pleased with the progress that I have 
made in the work of securing accommoda- 
tions. I am confident that the problem is 
being unraveled daily, and if the plans that 
I now have in mind are executed I will have 
no fear but that all of the visitors will have 
good rooms in which to sleep. We are 
delighted that the Venable hotel nas been 
secured, and I am inclined to think that :t 
will be made one of the best hotels in the 
city. It is so. convenient to the trains that 
will be run on the railroads that will un- 
load their passengers at the Mitchell street’ 
crossing that I am sure the notel will pe 
a the thing that we have been working 
or. 

“All over the city we have rooms in the 
private residences and they are coming in 
daily. I am satisfied that the great de- 
mends that will be made upon us will be 
met and that no one will be disappointed. 
It is very important, however, that every 
room in the city that can be used be reg- 
istered with me, for I will need every one 
that I can get. The question is by no 
méans settled yet that we will have all .he 
accommodations necessary, but I believe we 
will if all of the property owners will thor- 
oughly co-operate with me in the work.’ 

The new hotels that are being built in 
the city are progressing rapidly and he 
workmen are pushing things along at a 
lively rate. The Imperial hotel will be 
ready for the roof in a few days, and then 
the inside work will be rushed as rast “8 

ssible. It is located at the corner of 

ouston and Pryor streets and will be 
four stories high.

LAWSON TO LONGLEY .. 


The Congressman Replies to the Crit- 


icism of Judge Longley. 


> Editor Constitution—Judge Longley’s good- 
"Rempered reply in yesterday's Constitution 
Jto my interview which appeared in The At- 
Janta Journal merits a respectful.rejoinder, 


We‘cofrectly apprehends the pith of my 


Objection to the independent free coinage 


of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, but I must 
‘dissent from many of his facts and con- 
clusions. 

If he means by the “unrestricted coinage 


of silver’ its coinage by all the nations of 
>the world, there wouid be no controversy 


between us. I admit that silver, if freely 
coined by all the nations, would, under the 
stimulus of such extended use, advance in 
value to $1.29 per ounce, and so remain, un- 
til in the course of time the volume of 
money necessary for carrying on the com- 
merce of the world was exceeded. Then 
other money, in an automatic effort to pre- 
serve its level of commercial demand, would 
begin to disappear; bank nhotes would be're- 
deemed and retired, while gold would seek 
employment in the arts, If, by these pro- 
Cesseg silver could not be made to conform 
to the demand, it would again decline in 
price, or in other words there would be 
an inflation of prices. 

But I suppose that he means by “‘unre- 
Btricted coinage,’’ the coinage by our gov- 
ernment alone. Here we differ toto caelo. 
Ido not deny that the government may ar- 
bitrarily ordain that a 60-cent dollar shall 
be received in payment of 100 cents of debt; 
it may do the same with a 6-cent dollar, and 
has done so with paper having no intrinsic 
value. But I would not defend the morali- 
ty and justice of the act. The injustice 
would relate to existing debts only, for af- 
ter the advent of depreciated money all 
contracts would be made with reference to 
its value, and no harm would be. done, ex- 
cept that which unavoidably attaches to. 
the use of such money. 

The pith of Judge Longley’s contention 
is that the free coinage of silver by our gov- 
ernment alone would lift the value of all 
the silver in the world to $1.29 per ounce in 


the markets of the world—to $1.29 per ounce 
'in gold, for it is everywhere valued in gold. 


if he were to assert that free coinage would 
raise the price of silver to $1.29 per ounce, 
@s estimated in silver, I would agree with 
him. But the proposition that any govern- 
ment in the world could, by its arbitrary 
flat raise the price of all silver, coined and 
uncoined, to the market value of gold, is an 
astounding one to me. Mark you, it must 
Taise the price of all the silver in the world, 
for silver, like all products, will seek the 
highest market, and if we couff raise the 
Price here in gold to $1.29, while it sells else- 
where at 65 cents, it would flow in here from 
every quarter of the globe. Let me quote 
What Judge Longley says on this point:

_ * 899. In 1792 the congress fixed the coin- 
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cause that was almost precisely the com- 
mercial ratio. It was sought by a compari- 
son of the prices of the metais in different 
nations to adjust the ratio in precise ac- 
cord with their market values. Both Ham- 
liton and Jefferson, afterwards the leaders 
of the opposing political parties, co-operat- 
ed in the adjustment by their great talents 
and research. The two coins for a short 
period circulated concurrently at this ra- 
tio, but silver soon slightly depreciated, 
and they parted company. Silver, being the 
cheapest metal, continued to circulate, and 
became the standard of value, as. the cheap- 
er metal always has done, while gold sought 
employment where its value was fuily rec- 
ognized. The free coinage law of 1792 was 
not able to raise silver to the legal ratio, 
and Thomas Jefferson, that great man and 
founder of democracy, suspenaed its coinage 
in order to tempt gold back into the cir- 
culation, 

Second. In 1834 to 1837 the congress au- 
thorized the coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
That ratio was auopted because it was not 
the commercial ratio, though approximately 
80, and for the declared purpose of under- 
valuing silver and forcing gold into the cir- 
culation, Aithough there was but slight 
difference in the market value of the two 
metals the law was utterly impotent to raise 
the commercial value of goid to its mint 
value, ‘ae two coins did not circusgate 
Cvacurrentiy and gola, tie cheaper metal, 
became the standard of value and thence 
remains the standard to the present time. 
in neither instance given could the law 
reverse on modify the superior,.the stréng- 
er, and the more widely operative law of 
commerce. The divergence in value of 
the two coins was, however, so insiguifi- 
cant practically, heing only a few cents 
in the dollar, that the change in 1837 from 
the silver standard to the gold standard 
was scarcely attended by any vibration in 
the commercial circles. But who can fore- 
See the appalling convulsion that would 
follow a change of standard valued at 
100 cents to a standard valued at 52 cents? 
Third, Great Britain, for many years, cn- 
deavored to enforce the concurrent circu- 
lation of coins of equal mint value, but 
of unequal commercial value. The effort 
was abortive, and after years of confusion 
and strife and loss the government was 
compelled to call in the cheaper coins in 
order to give stability to her currency, 
and freedom and prosperity to her trade. 
The fourth’ instance is not go exactly in 
point but it illustrates the subject. Our 
sovernment from the close of the war 
until 1878 (for obvious reasons I omit the 
war period) had in circulation a legal ten- 
der paper currenay. According to the doc- 
trine of Jude Longley they ought to have 
circulated at par with gold and silver. 

hey were a legal tender for debt—‘‘the 
highest mission of money,’ as he says— 
and if the commercial value of the ma- 
terial comprised in money counts for noth- 
ing, there was no reason why they should 
not have circulated on a parity with gold. 
But with all the wealth, prestige and pow- 
er of the government to sustain them. 
they fluctuated up and down, and only 
passed for what the credit of the goyern- 
ment was supposed to be worth. Fifth, 
our government was compelled by the 
Sherman law to purchase 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver per month. Thus was furnished 
& good customer and a large demand for 
silver—a demand in excess of what would 
be created 
be impossible for the mints to coin the 
amount of silver that was purchased every 
month, yet the demand thus created was 
unable to stay the decline in value of sil- 
ver. If the demand for 4,500,000 ounces 
per month could not arest the decline of 
Silver from $1.18 to 70 cents per ounce, can 
any sane man inform me how the free 
coinage of silver, creating a less demand. 
for the demand under free coinage could 
not exceed the capacity of the mints, could 
raise the price of silver from 65 cents to 
$1.29 per ounce? 

Many more instances of similar import 
could be adduced, but if these do not suf- 
fice to convince Judge Longley I fear that 
‘he would not be persuaded though one 
arose from the dead!’’ 

He says further, ‘“‘No one questions the 
value of our silver dollars, because they 
are monay and make their own price,”’ etc. 
Is this not a mistake? All silver dollars 
coined since 1873 were coined on govern- 
ment, and not on individual, account. The 
bullion was bought by the government, 
the money. when coined, was its money, 
and it put it off on its creditors at the full 
value of 100 cents in the dollar. Every prin- 
ciple of justice and good faith, therefore. 
cmperatively demands that the government 
should maintain its value on a: parity with 
gold. and it has given its solemn pledge 
to do so, and will do so, though it should 
become necessary to redeem it in gold—an 
event not at all probable. It has the same 
support that the greenback currency has. 
Not so with the dollar under free coinage. 
That belongs to the individual whose sil- 
ver bullion is coined. If he can put it off 
On people at its coin valine rt is their con- 
cern only; it must take care of itself: the 
governmen® assumes no obligation or re- 
sponsibility in relation to it. It is a mis- 
take, alsv, 10 suppose that whcsoever brings 
an ounce of silver to the mint will re- 
ceive $1.29 for it. For every 371% grains of 
fine silver he brings he will receive a sil- 
op ponee, be it worth little or much—that 
s all, 

There are many other points in Judge 
Longley’s article that I would like to no- 
tice. From my view his article is a com- 
pact bundle of errors, but I forbear, lest 
this article become too lengthy. 

e judge seems to have overlooked the 
two principal points in the interview which 
he criticises. I said first -that the free 
coirage of silver by our government alone 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 was in direct oppo- 
siticn to both the letter and spirit of the 
national democratic platform; that to fit 
the coinage outlined by that platform the 
legal ratio and the commertial ratio must 
coincide; and second, that if we could not 
have bimetallism according to this prin- 
ciple (1 assume that everybody desires bi- 
metallism), and must have monometallism, 
then the gold stanGard was preferable to 
the silver standard. The last point he did 
not touch, and the first point he meets by 
assuming that free coinage at 16 to 1 would

establish a coincidence of value between the’ 


two metals. I say that that is an assump- 
tion only; that it is an assumption unsup- 
ported by the experience of existing silver 
standard countries, and at variance with 
all the facts of history and experience in 
every age and in every country from the 
dawn of civilization to the day that I pen 
these lines. How can intelligent minds be- 
lieve in a theory so overwhelmingly re- 
futed? And yet, alas! they do. Why should 
democrats quarrel over a ratio—a mere in- 
cident—nothing? What is the mystery; 
what is the talismanic charm about 16 to 1 
that can hypnotize loyal democrats and 
induce them to fling overboard the time- 
honored and victory-crowned democratic 
adhesion to sound money? What is a little 
mere or a little less coin in a dollar worth 
in comparison with the unity and integrity 
of a party whose triumphs are synonymous 
with the happiest days and grandest 
achiewements of the republic? Bimetallism 
is one of the fundamental principles of the 
party, and bimetallism is the use of both 
metals coined into units of equal intrinsic 
and interchangeable value. Any other coin- 
age gravitates (io A aggro Neng as surely 
he needle points to the pole.

New York, July 164.—A few points in the 
south, notably in Texas, continue to send 
advices of excessive rains and a ruineus 
eutiook for cotion, but the weather to- 
day over a larger part of the cotton 
belt was good and the bears pay little 
attention to the estimates of a small crop, 
as it is much too early for that sort of 
thing.

The Bears Evinced Nervousness in the

Chicago, July 15.—It was all due to 
some samples of wheat and to stories of 
great injury to some wheat in North Da- 
kcta that several of the big bear raiders 
evinced nervousness and covered wheat 
during the last half hour of today’s ses- 
sion. The anxiety of these operators may 
have been genuine or simulated, but likely 
the latter, and it is probable that they 
will show a willingness to sell more than 
they bought tolay when the advance is 
great enough to permit of better action in 
a break. All through the session, until the 
time spoken of, prices were devoid of 
strength, but between 12:45 and 1:15 p.m. 
the tone was totally different, and a sharp, 
decisive rally of cver 2c took place, buying 
by Cudahy and Linr starting the small 
fry to covering, and at the end the bulls 
were congratulating themselves on a great 
victory. Sevtember wheat opened from 67 
to 674c, sold between 65% and 684c closing 
at 67%—l1%c higher than on Saturday. Cash 
wheat sold at abcut Saturday’s prices, but 
closed nominally le higher with the futures. 

Corn—Shorts in corn began the day as if 
they expected the stringency of the offer- 
ings which existed last week to continue 
today. It took but a short time, however, 
to convince them that they could get alk the 
corn they wanted, and at lower prices, too. 
The support wss weak, and values de- 
clined very quickly during the first half 
hour, ruling lower than Saturday during 
the remainder of the session. September 
ecrn opened at 464@46%c, sold between 
45, and 45c, closing at 45%c—*%c under Sat- 
urday. Cash corn was %c per bushel lower. 

OatsTrading was withouwt particular 
interest.

Chicago, July 15.—At the opening this 
morning the wheat market bid fair to ad- 
vance, put under liberal selling by the pro- 
fessicnal interests its firm ‘“@hor was 
changed to one of weaknegys, which af- 
terwards characterized trading the great- 
er portion of the session. Not even the 
big decrease Of 2,122,000 bushels in the visi- 
bie turmed the drift of speculation, for 
as soon as the figures were made known 
the same ‘professionals were ready to mfieet 
any d@mand, and did so tg the extent of 
breaxing prices %c per bushel. While 
StOcks on this side are showing rapid re- 
pletions continued heavy shipments from 
toreign exporting countries are counter- 
acting any bullish effect the former may 
have. The world’s shipments for the 
week are reported at about 8,500,000 bushels, 
and while these are smaller than a week 
ago they are excessive as compared with 
European requirements. 

The weakness of the coarse grain mar- 
ket is also having its effect on wheat. Re- 
ports from the northarest are still conflict- 
ing. The weather up there just now, 
however, is perfect, and this tends to off- 
set unfavorable advices. The market is 
so largely under the control of local op- 
erators that it is very hard to venture an 
opinion. They appear to be able to work 
it to their liking, and it is, therefore, not 

urprising by contraries. For instance, 
just before the close today prices ad- 
Vanoed 12%c per bushel, apparently on 
nothing but buying by the local crowd, 
led by large traders, who tried to recover 
their shorts. We still think, however, 
that ‘purchases on weak spots will result 
in profits, as the situation is bullish. There 
was very little interest in corn after the 
first hour, during which time prices broke 
quickly 1%c per bushel, %c of which was 
recovered. The visible showed a decrease 
of 941,000 bushels. 

Provisions have been weak under heavy 
selling by inside sources. During the rise 
in wheat there was no reaction whatever 
in hog product. The market seems weak 
under its own weight.

Last Monday’s statement of weekly 
exports from our principal competitors was 
one of the bear factors tnat accelerated the 
decline and liquidation. Russia shipped out 
3,840,000 bushels, against 3,040,000 the week 
before; India, 1,240,000, against 896,000; Ar- 
gentina, 848,000, aga.nst 984,80, and the Uni- 
ted States 2,007,000, against 1,946,000. It will 
be observed that the only competing coun- 
try that decreased was Argentina, and that 
there the falling 5ff was insignificant—as 
unimportant as was the increase from 
America: The total exports of the princi- 
pal countries for the week, as reported last 
Monday, were 7,935,000 bushels, an increase 
of over a million as compared with the to- 
tal of the week before. When it is recalled 
that the estimated weekly European re- 
quirements ere 6,750, bushels iit 
will readily be seen that the heavy move- 
ment to the importing countries and the 
overproduction and increasing supplies 
whitch it implies suffice to explain the heav- 
iness of foreign markets. The latter have 
been very weak at times, but towards the 
close developed an improving tendency in 
sympathy with our markets. A better ex- 
port trade was reported at the west and 
fcreigners were large buyers of futures in 
this market at the mid-week decline. In 
the cash export line, however, but very 
little was done. Even the 2 cent drop 
since May failed to st#mulate it, Later on

The government crop report confirmed the 
previous claims of shortage in the winter 
wheat and Officially the yield is put at the 
lowest figures in many years. t will be 
interesting in view of the confident asser- 
tions as to reduction in yield to watch the 
movement of this crop dyring the next few 
weeks. The government makes the condi- 
tion of spring wheat practically perfect. 
There was some crop killing—in the dis- 
patches—in the case of the spring planted 
article, but trustworthy information not 
only failed to confirm iit, but was accompa- 
nied by denials and such a respected au- 
thority as Mr. M. Doran, of St. Paul, when 
aked by wire as to the situation, replied on 
Thursday: “Spring wheat has not been 
injured to date. Crop killers have tried to 
damage it, but if we have ten days more 
average weather the northwest will raise 
the largest wheat crop in its history.’’ Corn 
was relatively much steadier than wheat, 
notwithstanding that the government re- 
port refiected thé most brilliant prospects 
since 1889, with the indicated yield probably 
over 2,200,000,000 bushels, but the harveat is 
some distance off and something may hap- 
pen to necesa'tate adverse revision of crop 
estimates. Hence the market will get sharp 
fluctuations. On the rallies, however, it 
should be a good sale. We believe that the 
chances are greatly in favor of a successful 
harvest, and predict, barring frost, that the 
yield will be as large as optimists claim. 
As explained before in th's column, the 
chance of drought and hot waves is very 
remote because of the past year’s excessivt 
moisture in regions whence hot waves 
come. Oats are aw dead sale on every rally 
because that crop is an accomplished fact 
and one of the largest in the history of the 
country. In provisions the week was one 
of liquidation. These articles on weak 
spots should be a purchase, but speculating 
in them at all times is like the game in 
which the dice are loaded.

The Convicted Man Will ut Die it 
Bainbridge on Friday. 


AN ADDITIONAL RESPITE OF 40 DAYS 


He Is the Man “ ho Was GrantedaRespite 
at a Crit eal .Point in the Gov- 
evuvr’s Illness. 


Governor Aitkinson yesterdsy granted 


thirty more days of life ito John Ford, who 
is under sentence to die at Bainbridge Fri- 
day, and who was granted a respite ot 
thirty days while the governor was at 
the point of death. 

The further respite was granted yes- 
terday to give the governor plenty of time 
to. investigate the merits of the case and 
grant executive clemency in case the facts 
Warrant it. There is said to be strong 
doubt as to Ford’s gullt, and the governor 
is determined that the man shall not die 
without being given an opportunity to es- 
tablish his innocence. 

The case of Ford will be remembered as 
having furnished one of the most dramatic 


-Iineidents of the recent illness of Governor 


Atkinson. 

It was on Wednesday night. Governor At- 
kinson was preparing to submit Yo the per- 
jlous operation for appendicitis, He call- 
ed Secretary Calloway to his side and ask- 
ed him if there were any important mat- 
ters at the capitol that needed his atten- 
tion. 

“There’s nothing,” 
loway. 

“What about that case of Ford, who is 
to be hanged at Bainbridge and who is 
petitioning for a respite?” asked tHe gov- 
ernor; “I didn’t finish with that.’’ 

“Oh, Ford claims that there’s some new 
evidence tiat will clear him,” said Mr. 
Calloway; “you can’t tell what justice 
there is in such a claim until it is inves- 
tigated. They all claim that, you know.” 

“Write out a respite for him for thirty 
days,”’ said the governor. 

Secretary Calloway drew up the paper 
and it was presented to the governor, 
who signed it just before being placed un- 
der the surgeen’s knife. Ford, who was 
to have been hung three days later, was 
saved. The thirty days of grace expire 
Friday. Governor Atkinson has not been 
strong enough to investigate the case, 
and yesterday he signed an order granting 
Ford a respite until Friday, August 30th. 
In the meantime Governor Atkinson will 
investigate the case and find if there is 
any. reason why executive clemency 
should be exercised. Ford was convicted 
of killing a young white man from Ohio, 
his motive being robbery. 

Want a Heward for Eaton. 

The son of Malachi Pitts, who was 
brutally murdered at Nickajack by Joe 
Eaton three weeks ago, and Mr. N._ A. 
Morris, attarney, called at the governor's 
office yesterday to request that a reward 
be offered for Eaton’s capture. 

They recounted the story of the killing 
and both stated that every effort had 
been made to capture the man who did 
the killing. 

“I am satisfied,” said Mr. Pitts, “that 
the sheriff of Cobb county and his deputies 
did everything [n their power to catch 
Eaton. They have failed to do it. I 
would like for this reward to be offered 
stimulate officers elsewhere to look for 

m.’ 

Mr. Morris made ‘the statement that the 
sheriff and his deputies had scoured Cobb 
county time and time again without re 
sult. They had sent out circulars, had 
sent telegrams and had exhausted every 
reasonable method of finding their man. 

“The reports that have gone out that 
they have failed to be vigilant enough in 
searching for this man Eaton come from 
a faction that has always been opposed 
to the sheriff,”’ said Mr. Morris. ‘They 
circulated that report just to injure him. 
The people who know anything at all 
about the matter know that the sheriff 
and hés deputies have been tireless in 
looking for Eaton. 

“It may be that Haton is win a few 
miles of where the killing occurred. It is 
a rough, hilly country, and is peopled hy 
& great many of Eaton’s relatives. They 
could easily hide him there for months 
without discovery. But the officers have 
searched for him over and over again.”’ 

It is believed by many that Eaton will 
give himself up when Cobb superior court 
convenes, They believé that he is remain- 
ing in hiding until that time to avoid the 
unpleasantness of lingering in jail. They 
base this belief on the fact that an attor- 
neyyghas already been employed to defend 
him when the case comes to trial.
